diapoaltioii to run about «ud Btiok his nose 
into .every .pthor, jwopjo's .business.

restljffli pig required ttrenty two pounds of 
corn a week, to keep him nlivo, whilo tlio 
quiet meditative Essex pig needed thirteen 
' pounds; and ho bolioTcd Dint a pig could lie 
bred which.would do oven better than that.

There is souiotimos an advantage in rais- 


ing tho coarse grains iu this way. 
Thus 


poas and barley ripen about the same time; 
or Uie oat may bo substituted for tho barley, 
being n support to the pens, tho crop being 
left in such case till tho poa in well ripened, 
when tho oat ivili bo in tho dough and millt 
state, ami will not bp hurt by cutting it thus 
early, but will Imvo nil tho plumper and 
brighter berry. 
It is tho time when oats 


should always bo cut. 
Grown in this way 


the yield is usually largor. ]!nt the most 
profitable of all tho mixed crops I have over 
raised , or soon, is n mixture of barley aud 
oats. Although oats rlpon later than barley, 
this,

objection, 


is an advantage. Tho oats are a sup- 
port . to. 
the 
barloy, 
and 
extend- 


ing their heads above the smaller grain, 
have a better chance to develop and mature; 
the ripened barley shrinking somewhat, 
gives a still farther ohnnco to the associated 
grain. The crop is to bo out, as in tho 
cose of tho peas and oate, when tho tips of 
tho latter ore in tho tlough state.

swaths will lie high nnd loose, lotting the 
air through readily, drying tho crop with 
little diflionlty, and lessening tho danger 
of spoiling iii tho swath in oaso of foul 
weather. 
Of course thoso crops arc in- 


tended to bo fed. 
Tho poa mixture is an 


excellent feed for hogs especially young or 
store hogs. The other, barley and oats, is 
one of, the best general grain feeds I knoir 
of, and will answer for all kinds of stock. 
The greatest advantage, however, la in tho 
increased yield per aero.
